Over fifty million dollars’ worth of 
toys have been imported into the 
United States during Ihe last ten 
years. During the same period some­ 
thing like five million dollars’ worth 
of toys were ex ported. 
During the last fiscal year the high 
water mark has been reached In so 
far as ex port trade in toys is con­ 
cerned. The total value of ex ported 
jo>is daring thiU; time has for the first 
time ex ceeded a million dollars. 
The value of toj^’s imported has fall­ 
en somewhat since LS08 when the to­ 
tal value of imported toys was $ 7,250,- 
000. This year, accbrding tp the in­ 
dependent, the figures were $ 5,000,000 
in round numbers. 
Toy manufacturers in the United 
States had invescments in plands and 
in stock of less than $ 1,000,000 in 
1880. 
In 1905 such Investments had 
grown to $ 4,750,000. 
The value of 
importations of toy merchandise has 
in the meantime shown a constantly 
increasing trend. Trade In toys has 
largely been developed during the last 
lea or a dozen years.
